2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1, 3, 6-9, and 13 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Den et al (4227041). 

Den teaches a method of making an elevator belt having limited stretch comprising aligning plurality of synthetic cords, 
tensioning, and applying jacket, as well as the cord for use in an elevator. Straightening is considered tensioning and jadcet applied 
to cord has polymer mateup. 

Claims 1, 3, 5-10, 13, and 14 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Coleman et al (4445593). 

Coleman teaches a method of making an elevator belt having limited stretch comprising aligning pluraliQf of synthetic 
cords, tensioning, and applying jacket, as well as the cord for use m an elevator. Straightening is considered tensionlqg and jacket 
applied to is urethane. 



Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet mdustrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
